There are more than 4,000 young people unemployed across 
Northamptonshire, figures show 

Alarm over 
youngsters 
without lobs 


CONCERNS have been 
raised about the level of 
youth unemployment in 
Northampton, after the lat¬ 
est job figures for the town 
were released. 

The figures show more than 
1,500 young people aged between 
18 and 24 are still signing on for 
unemployment benefits in North¬ 
ampton, with 4,275 young people 
out of work across Northampton¬ 
shire. 

It means in Northampton alone 
around 30 per cent of the town’s 
unemployed residents are cur¬ 
rently aged 24 years or younger. 

Figures released by the Office 
for National Statistics show 5,430 
people are claiming jobseekers’ 
allowance in Northampton. Cur¬ 
rently 3.8 per cent of the town’s 
population is on unemployment 
benefits - more than the average 


for the whole East Midlands. 

Part-time Christmas work is ex¬ 
pected to ease the problem during 
the festive period, with the Royal 
Mail employing 750 extra people at 
its sorting office. 

However, it has also emerged 
just one in 10 firms in the town 
were preparing to take on gradu¬ 
ates next year. 

Celia Donne, regional director 
of Regus, which has a business 
centre in Northampton Business 
Park, said: “Our data shows that 
only 11 per cent of Northampton’s 
firms intend to recruit new gradu¬ 
ates next year. Of course, this is 
gloomy news for local jobseekers 
and those facing redundancy but 
businesses should also be aware 
of the skills shortage they face if 
they don’t tap into the talent that 
young people bring to an organisa¬ 
tion.” 


Second club victim 
crushed, inquest told 


THE second victim of the crush¬ 
ing tragedy at a Northampton 
nightclub died from traumatic 
asphyxia, an inquest confirmed. 

Laurene-Danielle Jackson, 19, 
from Wembley, north London, 
died in a Leicester hospital on 
November 6 after being caught 
up in a rush for the exits at the 
Lava & Ignite club in the town 
centre on October 19. 

Anne Pember, the county cor¬ 
oner, said a pathologist believed 
the injuries that led to her death 
were “not inconsistent with 
traumatic asphyxia”. 


She also re-appealed for club- 
goers who were at Lava & Ignite 
that night to hand any mobile 
phone camera pictures or foot¬ 
age to police. 

She said: “I would like to urge 
any young person who has foot¬ 
age to help police in their en¬ 
quiries into this incident, which 
has now caused the death of two 
young women.”

Roads closed 
after man's 
threat to jump 


ROADS around the St John's area 
of Northampton town centre were 
closed off for just over four hours 
last Thursday after a man threat¬ 
ened to jump off the roof of a car 
park. 

Police were called to the St John’s multi¬ 
storey car park in Swan Street, close to the 
Royal & Derngate Theatre, shortly after 
noon after they received reports a man was 
sitting on a ledge on the third floor of the 
building and was threatening to jump. 

Officers then spent hours trying to coax 
him down before he was finally led to safety 
just after 4pm. 

A spokesman for Northamptonshire Po¬ 
lice said: “We were called to the car park fol¬ 
lowing reports that a man was threatening 
to jump from the roof. 

“As a result, the car park and some roads 
were cordoned off as a precaution to ensure 
the safety of the public. 

“After four hours of negotiations, we are 
pleased to report that officers successfully 
brought the man down to safety.” 

While police talked to the man, St John’s 
Street, Swan Street and part of Guildhall 
Road were closed off to traffic. 

The decision to close the roads initially 
meant motorists who had parked in either 


the St John’s surface car park or the multi¬ 
storey could not get to their vehicles. 

But two hours into the incident, the police 
decided to allow drivers into the car parks 
to collect their vehicles one at a time, hop¬ 
ing the movement would not disturb the 
man on the roof. 

As negotiations with the man continued, 
he could be seen sitting with his right leg 
hanging over the edge of the car park’s 
roof. 

He also made regular hand gestures to the 
police as they spoke to him. 

As the hours passed, the man, who was 
wearing a grey top, dark trousers and a dark 
jacket, was also seen to be smoking while 
sitting on the ledge. 

Then at 3.45pm, the man, who has not 
been named by the police, pulled his legs 
away from the ledge and moved away from 
the edge of the building. 

At 4pm, the police officers who had been 
guarding the perimeter of the car park ran 
inside the building and it is believed the 
man was then taken to safety. 

The car park re-opened just 10 minutes 
later and the relieved motorists whose ve¬ 
hicles had been trapped on the upper floors 
of the car park were finally allowed to drive 
them out.

Street light 
worry after 
night attack 


POLICE are investigating an 
attack on a young woman as 
she walked home through 
an area where several street 
lights have been recently 
turned off to save money. 

The 20-year-old woman was 
walking home from a night out 
when she was subjected to an un¬ 
provoked attack in a small chil¬ 
dren’s playground in Lings. 

The attack happened between 
11pm and 11.45pm on Tuesday in a 
play area off Wade Meadow Walk, 
between Ellfield Court and Nether- 
mead Court, near Lings Primary 
School. 

The area was one of the places 
in which Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
ty Council has turned off street 
lights to save money 

The county council confirmed 
seven out of 18 street lights in Ell¬ 
field Court had been switched off, 
and some residents said the con¬ 
troversial move had made a con¬ 
siderable difference to how safe 


they felt at night. 

Councillor Lee Mason {Lab, 
Brookside), who is the borough 
councillor for Lings and leader of 
the Labour Group, said she hoped 
the attack was not the tip of the 
iceberg. 

She said: “This is an awful at¬ 
tack that happened at night in the 
dark. I was opposed to switching 
off street lights in this area and all 
around Lings. While it is to early 
to say whether this was a contrib¬ 
uting factor, I hope this is not the 
start of things to come. The county 
council was warned about this 
danger.” 

A police spokesman said: “For 
no apparent reason the woman 
was subjected to an assault by the 
man who then left the scene.” 

The man is described as white, 
around 6ft tall and of stocky build. 
He spoke with a Cockney accent 
and was wearing a brown hooded 
top, track suit bottoms with two 
stripes down the sides, and a gold 
ring. 


School was forced to 
shut after burst pipe 


A PRIMARY school in North¬ 
ampton was forced to close after 
it was left without a water sup¬ 
ply due to a burst pipe. 

The headteacher of Woodvale 
Primary School in Thorplands, 
decided to close the school last 
Thursday after 100 properties 
were left without a water supply 
in the morning.

The spokesman said: “Anglian 
Water apologises for any incon¬ 
venience caused to residents by 
the disruption to the water sup¬ 
ply.”

Future is 
now securer 
saysNHS 


FAVELL House, a Northamp¬ 
ton day centre for people 
with multiple sclerosis, will 
not close, NHS bosses have 
said, after they revealed 
funding will not be removed 
until a charitable solution is 
found. 

Managers at Northamptonshire 
Healthcare NHS Foundation Trust 
have said the current reprieve will 
be extended indefinitely as they 
seek to find a charity or business 
interested in contributing to run¬ 
ning the centre, with Favell House 
users and their carers having con¬ 
trol. The NHS stressed there was 
still much to be sorted out, but us¬ 
ers said they were encouraged by 
the development. 

Anne Chapman, who uses the 
centre said: “I’m very pleased but 
I can’t wait for this to be signed 
and sealed so we can start think¬ 
ing about how to raise future funds. 
The long-term respite part of Favell 


House is also under review and I’ve 
said in the past I could only just live 
without it.” 

Campaigners on behalf of Favell 
House, in Kettering Road, have been 
fighting to keep its day centre open 
after more than 60 people with mul¬ 
tiple sclerosis and other conditions 
were sent a letter saying it would 
close in November. 

Pressure by carers, who feared 
never being able to get a regular 
break from their 24-hour duties 
looking after loved ones, resulted in 
a stay of execution until January. 

But after the last of two meetings 
between health bosses and carers 
and patients on Friday, the NHS 
said it would now ensure the centre 
stays open. 

Angela Hillery, from the Health¬ 
care Trust, said: “Hopefully the 
user-led model we’re proposing for 
Favell House can be the spring¬ 
board for other services, where peo¬ 
ple using them are involved in how 
they are run.”

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MPs back plan to scrap fuel rise 


COUNTY MPs have sup¬ 
ported a motion urg¬ 
ing the government to 
scrap a 3p rise in fuel 
tax planned for the new 
year. 

The government is under re¬ 
newed pressure to tackle high 
prices at the pumps following 
a four-hour debate by MPs, 
who unanimously passed a 
motion calling on the govern¬ 
ment to stabilise fuel prices 
following a petition signed by 


110,000 people. 

Brian Binley, Conservative 
MP for Northampton South, 
said: “The government will be 
very foolish not to recognise 
the strength of feeling and dis¬ 
play of the strength of feeling 
in the country.” 

“I believe we should not be 
putting on the 3p. I believe 
that should be rescinded be¬ 
cause it hits the price of goods 
throughout the country. 

“We want people to start 
buying, not to stop buying.” 


Andrea Leadsom, Conserva¬ 
tive MP for South Northamp¬ 
tonshire, made the point that 
it was not worth many young 
mothers working part-time be¬ 
cause they could not afford to 
fill their cars with fuel. 

She said: “There’s no doubt 
this is one of the biggest prob¬ 
lems we’ve got at the moment. 

“On the one hand we do 
have a massive deficit we’ve 
got to get down. It would be 
completely against the inter¬ 
ests of the country to start 


making our deficit worse. 

“On the other hand there 
does come a tipping point 
where people can’t afford to 
fuel their cars. I would hope 
the government will be look¬ 
ing very carefully at where 
that tipping point comes.” 

Michael Ellis, Conservative 
MP for Northampton North, 
said he was keen for an alter¬ 
native source of funding to be 
found: “I do think motorists 
have been put under too much 
pressure over the past two 


years with them being seen in 
many ways as a cash cow” 

On the outcome of the de¬ 
bate, he said: “It does make 
it very clear to the govern¬ 
ment that every effort should 
be made to secure alternative 
sources of funding for the ex¬ 
chequer.” 

Chris Heaton-Harris, Con¬ 
servative MP for Daventry, did 
not attend the debate, but said: 
“I absolutely agree we need to 
need to do something on fuel 
prices.”

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Police to 
hit drugs 
problem 
in prisons 


POLICE have launched 
an operation to tar¬ 
get people smuggling 
drugs into prisons 
around Northampton¬ 
shire over the Christ¬ 
mas period. 

Operation Shark is to be 
run by prison staff at HMP 
Onley and HMP Rye Hill, 
near Daventry, together with 
Northamptonshire Police 
to stop illegal drugs being 
sneaked into the hands of 
inmates. 

As part of the operation, 
officers from the Daventry 
Rural Safer Community 
Team will be conducting 
high-profile patrols around 
both prisons. They will be 
on the lookout for any visi¬ 
tors trying to smuggle drugs 
or goods into the prisons or 
people attempting to throw 
drugs over the outer walls. 

Inside the prisons, all visi¬ 
tors will be handed an infor¬ 
mation sheet explaining 
what can happen to them if 
they are caught trying to sup¬ 
ply inmates with drugs. 

Police say they are target¬ 
ing drugs smugglers in the 
run-up to Christmas in a bid 
to reduce violence inside the 


two prisons over the festive 
period. Prison staff have 
asked for police to help them 
crack down on the problem 
and reduce dealing behind 
bars. 

Pc Dave Horner said: “Re¬ 
ducing violent crime is one 
of the ongoing issues for 
police. We obviously concen¬ 
trate on Friday and Saturday 
nights in town centres and 
this is another one of the ar¬ 
eas we can cut down on vio¬ 
lent crimes. 

“It does traditionally have 
a spike leading up until 
Christmas time when more 
drugs get into prisons and 
if we can reduce some of the 
drugs getting into prisons we 
can reduce some of the vio¬ 
lence.” 

He said police were pre¬ 
pared to carry out increased 
stop and searches outside the 
prison and would be looking 
out for suspicious behaviour 
from potential smugglers. 

Pc Horner said officers 
would be working closely 
with prison wardens. He add¬ 
ed: “The request has come 
from them because of the lev¬ 
el of violence inside prisons 
and they are very happy for 
us to be there. We are there at 
their request really.” 
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Subsidy cut could 
lower turbine bids 



SUBSIDY cuts in the wind 
farm industry could mean 
a dramatic drop in appli¬ 
cations, MP Andrea Lead- 
som believes. 

The South Northamptonshire 
MP said news that financial in¬ 
centives for turbine developers 
could be slashed by 10 per cent 
in 2013 would not make it viable 
for applications to go ahead in 
the county 

At a public meeting with 
representatives from the 92 vil¬ 
lages and hamlets in the South 
Northamptonshire district, the 
MP spoke of a list of reasons 
that could halt the trend in wind 
farm applications in the area. 

It followed a recent discussion 
with the minister of state for en¬ 
ergy, MP Charles Hendry, about 
the future of onshore wind 
farms. 

Mrs Leadsom said: “Wind 
farm subsidies effectively mean 
that financially wind farms 
stack up, but if you take away 
the subsidy then it isn’t worth 
doing. 

“The Government believes 
that this will make South North¬ 
amptonshire even more unat¬ 
tractive for developers when 
combined with low wind speeds. 

“This is great news in South 
Northamptonshire.” 

She added that wind speed in 


the area will become a ‘material 
planning determination’, which 
currently is not the case. 

She said: “It’s astonishing 
that planning committees can 
not turn down applications on 
wind speed alone, but this is due 
to change. 

“Developers will have to prove 
the area is viable. 

“Together, it means only ap¬ 
plications which make economic 
sense will be submitted, and not 
those from developers trying to 
make a fast buck.” 

The introduction of the new 
Localism Bill, which received 


Royal Assent last week, has tak¬ 
en pressure off councils to ap¬ 
prove wind farm applications by 
abolishing regional renewable 
energy targets. 

Wind Prospect Developments 
has submitted an application to 
South Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
cil for a wind farm on agricul¬ 
tural land east of Roade and 
north of Hartwell. 

It is about six miles from an¬ 
other proposed wind farm site 
on the other side of the Ml, near 
Salcey Forest, currently being 
dealt with by Milton Keynes 
Council’s planning department.

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Delight at 
change to 
parking 
permits 


LONG-SUFFERING resi¬ 
dents have hailed the 
impact of a concerted 
campaign to improve 
on-street parking near 
their homes, claiming 
a change in the rules 
is a victory for people 
power. 

People living in The 
Mounts area of Northampton 
have been forced to park their 
cars several streets away 
from their homes for several 
years due to a controversial 
parking permit scheme, but 
as a result of a two-year cam¬ 
paign by the local residents’ 
association, those regulations 
are now set to be shelved. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council has proposed chang¬ 
es to the existing Alcombe 
Road controlled parking 
zone and surrounding streets 
based on survey work carried 
out by the Octagon Residents’ 
Association last year. 

The council plans to extend 
the number of permit bays to 
more than 80 per cent of the 
available spaces and increase 
the operating hours of the 
no parking zone for non-resi¬ 
dents. 

Chairman of the residents’ 
association, Kathy Smith, 
said: “This is good news for 
residents. It’s what they have 
wanted for a long time. This 


is a big achievement for the 
association.” 

Currently the operating 
hours of the no parking zone 
end at 6pm but the council 
has proposed to increase this 
to 10pm. 

Miss Smith said: “One of 
the big issues of having the 
parking time run until 6pm 
is that most people get home 
from work at or after that 
time and people who are go¬ 
ing into town have already 
taken their parking spaces. 
Residents should be able to 
park outside of their own 
homes and these changes 
will bring us closer to that 
result.” 

The changes will see yellow 
lines removed to create new 
parking spaces, two hour bays 
will be introduced for short¬ 
term parking and a number 
of shared user parking bays 
will accommodate the needs 
of local businesses. 

Northamptonshire County 
Councillor Winston Strachan 
(Lab, St Crispin) said: “I am 
very pleased about the pro¬ 
posed changes. It’s excellent 
news for people living in the 
Mounts. 

“It has taken almost two 
years to get here but we are 
quite confident we have got 
it right. We have taken every¬ 
body’s concerns into consid¬ 
eration.”

Pitching for money 
to 'Dragons' at uni 


ENTREPRENEURS 
were able to pitch for 
up to £20,000 worth 
of funding and sup¬ 
port during a Drag¬ 
on's Den-style event 
held at The Universi¬ 
ty of Northampton. 

A Big Ideas Bonanza 
event was held at the uni¬ 
versity last week and in¬ 
volved groups of people 
presenting their social 
enterprise business plans 
to a panel, which included 
Joan Kirkbride, deputy 
leader of Northampton¬ 
shire County Council; Dr 
Ian Brooks, executive dean 
of Northampton Business 
School; and Professor 
Stephen Horsley, a direc¬ 
tor of public health for 
NHS Northamptonshire. 

The other two panel 
members were Chris Du¬ 
rkin, a director of the 
Northampton Institute 
of Urban Affairs, and Dr 
Jacques Mizan, senior 
associate of The Young 
Foundation. 

Wray Irwin, social en¬ 
trepreneur in residence 
at the university, said the 
panel made tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of 
investments in 26 social 
enterprises. Mr Irwin 
said: “We had all sorts of 
ideas from a youth sport 
programme to a creative 
music therapy business.

A MOBILE phone com¬ 
pany has been ordered 
to give up the records 
of a lorry driver accused 
of causing the death of 
a popular DJ and pub 
landlord. 

William Galbraith, aged 48, 
has denied causing the death 
of Robert Knight by danger¬ 
ous driving when allegedly 
distracted by using a mobile 
phone. 

Father-of-two Mr Knight, 
aged 77, of Church Street, Co- 
genhoe, died from the injuries 
sustained when the vehicle he 
was a passenger in was struck 
from behind on the westbound 
A45 at Great Doddington on 
December 2 last year. 

The car had stopped on 
the hard shoulder when Gal¬ 
braith’s DAF goods lorry col¬ 
lided with the vehicle. 

It is alleged Galbraith, of 
Stone, in Staffordshire, was 
distracted by either a phone 
call or text message prior to 
the crash. 

Mr Knight, known as “Big 
Bob” when he was landlord of 
The Nag’s Head pub, in Wol¬ 
laston, was a grandfather and 
a leading figure in the county’s 
music scene. 

Galbraith, who was not in 
court, has denied causing his 
death by dangerous driving 
and is due to face a trial at 


Northampton Crown Court 
next year. 

David Lee, prosecuting, told 
the court that Galbraith’s mo¬ 
bile phone provider, 02, has so 
far failed to provide records 
of any calls and text messages 
made from his phone on the 
day, and not provided the cell 
site analysis used to pinpoint 
the phone’s location. 

He applied to Judge Lynn 
Tayton QC to issue a witness 
summons for the information, 
which 02 holds. 

He said: “The information 
sought is the full information 
regarding the material held by 
02 in relation to the calls of 
the defendant, which includes 
the ability to detect cell site 
analysis. The information is 
only held for a limited time so 
it is prudent this application 
is made punctiliously, and sec¬ 
ondly, there is the assertion by 
02 they require a witness sum¬ 
mons to produce it.” 

Judge Tayton issued the or¬ 
der, stating customers’ confi¬ 
dentiality was outweighed by 
the interests of justice. 

She said: “This material 
is important as it’s material 
which goes towards establish¬ 
ing the time and places where 
telephones may have received 
incoming calls that were 
answered or calls that were 
made, one of the key issues in 
this case.”

The Rev Rachel Hetherington, 
who led the service, told the con¬ 
gregation: “We understand only 
too well, the devastating impact 
of road traffic crashes on fami¬ 
lies and communities, and we 
seek to use this experience in 
promoting road safety aware¬ 
ness, and the continuing need for 
care and support for the bereaved 
and injured.” 

Families had the opportunity 
to write the name of their loved 
one on a paper oak leaf, and they 
were all read out during the serv¬ 


ice, with some who died more 
than 30 years ago. 

Mrs Taylor, who made a speech 
during the service, said: “There’s 
nothing around for miles to mark 
this day, so we wanted to bring 
something to Northamptonshire. 

“After losing someone in a road 
crash you feel very isolated and 
alone. It’s good to bring a com¬ 
munity together and show people 
they are not on their own. 

“Although it is held at a church, 
it is not a religious event, it’s just 
a nice setting to remember lost 
ones. 

“It has also been an oppor¬ 


tunity to thank the emergency 
services for the very tough job 
they do.” 

The couple intend to make the 
service in Northampton an an¬ 
nual event. 

Samantha Woolridge attended 
the service from Milton Key¬ 
nes, after losing her 48-year-old 
mother in a road crash in 1998. 
She said: “It was a very emo¬ 
tional service, and the first time 
I have been to one but it has been 
a comfort. Unfortunately people 
are still making stupid mistakes 
on the road and I hope events like 
this also increase awareness.”

Developer takes 
wind turbine bid 
straight to appeal 


A COUNCIL report has rec¬ 
ommended a wind farm 
application be refused 
because it would 'totally 
destroy' part of the coun¬ 
tryside. 

But developer E.ON UK has al¬ 
ready bypassed Daventry District 
Council and lodged an appeal 
with the planning inspectorate, 
after it argued that the council 
exceeded its time limit in react¬ 
ing to the application. 

Despite the appeal set to go 
ahead early next year for the site 
at Winwick, the council has con¬ 
tinued with its report and a plan¬ 
ning committee will still vote on 
the application at its monthly 
meeting on Wednesday 


Known as a ‘minded to’ deci¬ 
sion, it will confirm how the com¬ 
mittee would have dealt with the 
proposal should it have been able 
to, which will be forwarded to the 
planning inspectorate. 

Community manager Maria 
Taylor, who wrote the report, 
said: “The site, as specified in 
the application, is in one of the 
least windy areas in the UK and 
lies within a Special Landscape 
area as designated by saved Pol¬ 
icy EN1 of the Daventry District 
Council Local Plan. The proposal 
to construct a wind farm does not 
comply with the requirements as 
set out in the policy and accord¬ 
ingly should be refused. 

“One requirement is that the 
development should not adverse¬ 


ly affect the character of the local 
landscape. 

“It is unacceptable and unnec¬ 
essary and, if constructed, would 
totally destroy an area of other¬ 
wise unspoilt countryside.” 

E.ON UK has proposed to build 
seven wind turbines on the out¬ 
skirts of Winwick, a small village 
with a population of around 40, 
close to West Haddon. 

Residents in the village have 
joined together to form anti-wind 
farm group, Protect Winwick, to 
fight the energy company 

On E.ON UK’s website it argued 
that initial studies had found 
Winwick to be a ‘suitable place to 
responsibly develop a wind farm’ 
because it had a ‘good’ wind re¬ 
source.

They are targeting street drinking and 
anti-social behaviour, as well as helping 
to crackdown on shoplifting and pick¬ 
pocketing during the Christmas period. 

They will remain on duty in the area 
until the end of January, to help with any 
issues over Christmas and the New Year. 

PCSOs Kevin Halfpenny and Craig 
Matthews are being fully funded for the 
three-month period by the Northampton 
BID (Business Improvement District), 
which represents town centre shops 
and businesses.

E LECTRIC cars are too expensive and not 
useful enough if you believe the critics, 
but have a look at this. 

Renault's Fluence Z.E. electric family car 
is aiming to be the first genuinely affordable 
electric family car in the UK. 

Someone at Renault obviously saw the 
buying public's worries about battery life com¬ 
ing, so the Fluence takes batteries out of the 
purchasing equation altogether. 

Its batteries are rented, not owned, and 
wouldn't be the responsibility of any Fluence 
owner to replace whether they bought the car 
new or second hand. 

If the batteries stop performing as well as 
they should, Renault will swap them for new 
ones. 

The upshot is that after the Government's 
£5,000 incentive discount, the zero-emission 
Fluence can be yours from £17,850 before 
you even haggle in 12 months' road 
tax and a free tank of fuel. Oh, 
wait... 

So it costs about 
the same as an 
entry- 
level 


Htm-m 


diesel family car. Exactly the same as a diesel 
Fluence, not-so-coincidentally. 

But as an entirely electric model, the Flu¬ 
ence is about as cheap to run as they come. 
It's road tax exempt, gets into central London 
free, and at current rates a full charge won't 
cost any more than about £3, or less if it's 
done overnight. Call it one twentieth of the 
cost of refilling a diesel Fluence. 

Not being especially gentle with my test 
car, I had a quarter of a 'tank' left after driving 
more than 50 miles involving a lot of steep 
uphills and a stop/start stint through Lisbon. 

I think 100 miles on a 
\ charge is entirely realistic 
\ with a little restraint. 

\ Do the maths and the 
\ Fluence works out at - at 


worst - roughly a fifth of the cost 
of a diesel equivalent per mile, and 
potentially the gap could be much 
bigger. 

It's no surprise how normal the 
Fluence feels most of the time, 
since it's heavily based on the 
Fluence saloon that's sold in other 
worldwide markets than ours. 

But in a rush to satisfy Israeli demand (and I 
bet you've never read that phrase before), the 
Fluence platform was adapted, an extra 13cm 
was wedged in behind the rear wheels and 
the Fluence Z.E. was born. 

But despite its less-than-pure origins, the 
Z.E. version rides superbly even on cobbled 
streets; it's much better than the vast majority 
of £18,000 cars. 

It's relatively heavy at more than 1,600kg, 
and it can feel it in the corners 
with quite a bit of body roll, 
but once settled on a line, 
it's both planted and 
grippy enough. 
Although the 
0-62mph 
time 
is far 


from rapid, acceleration from 
rest up to about 40mph is excellent, and more 
than enough for a quick getaway from the 
traffic lights. As with most electric cars, the 
Fluence has no manual gears. 

The electric motor lets out a quiet, high- 
pitched whine which isn't unappealing, and 
the novel displays speak more or less the 
same language as your current dashboard 
does, such as with a battery power gauge that 
functions just like a fuel gauge. 

It's designed to be as easy and natural to 
use as an internal combustion- 
engined car. 

Where it falls down is boot space. In terms 
of design it's a bit bulbous at the rear end 
thanks to that extra 13cm, but the batteries 
required by the system do chop down on the 
luggage-carrying capacity. 

A weekend away for two should be fine, 
but the load area is quite shape-sensitive so 
owners will need to pick their bags carefully. 

For an extra £414 you can also add a charg¬ 
ing lead with a normal three-pin plug. As 
standard the car comes with the higher-capac¬ 
ity lead that will need you to have a charging 
unit installed at your home, and although it 
costs £799, the Fluence will recharge more 
quickly. 

All in all it's the first electric car that 
presents itself as a genuinely sensible finan¬ 
cial decision for the man and woman on the 
street. 

You don't need to have a corporate eco- 
agenda or a wallet fatter than Jamie Oliver's 
Christmas turkey to enjoy the laughably low 
running costs it offers.

Flowers gets his 
chance to bloom 


TIM FLOWERS does not be¬ 
lieve he will sign any loan play¬ 
ers for the Cobblers after being 
confirmed as the club's second 
caretaker manager of the sea¬ 
son. 

Flowers has been handed control 
of first-team affairs after David Lee, 
who was in charge for the 7-2 home 
defeat to Shrewsbury on Saturday, 
parted company with the club. 

With Town chairman David Car¬ 
doza keen to take his time over his 
next managerial appointment, it is 
highly likely Flowers will select the 
team for the game at Plymouth Ar- 
gyle this weekend. 

But he admits making any ad¬ 
ditions before the loan transfer 


window closes today (Thurs) is un¬ 
likely. 

“We’ve got a massive squad, I 
think it’s plain for everyone to see 
that we have got a massive amount 
of numbers here,” said the former 
England keeper, who was Stafford 
Rangers manager for 11 games last 
season. 

“If push came to shove we could 
(sign someone), but I have to say 
I’ve been the goalkeeping coach so 
I haven’t been going home thinking 
about who we could sign, because 
that’s not my job. 

“I’ll have a little chat with Sean 
(Parrish) and Holty (Andy Holt) and 
see what they think, but the chances 
are we won’t be.” 

In his brief time in charge of 


coaching the squad, Flowers - with 
head of youth Parrish taking a more 
active role - has put the focus on de¬ 
fending. 

Town have shipped 14 goals in 
their last three games and the stand- 
in boss believes defensive solidity 
should be a priority for any team. 

“We’ve done a lot of work already 
on defending,” he said. 

“Obviously on Saturday we 
weren’t good enough in our defend¬ 
ing as a team out of possession so 
we’ve worked hard on that. 

“There have been a couple of ses¬ 
sions that have been just defending, 
and tactical defending. 

“It’s got to be that way. 

“We’re averaging two goals 
against in every game this season 


and that gives you a mountain to 
climb. 

“It has seemed like in every game 
this season the manager has had to 
go into a dressing room at half-time 
to put a fire out because we’ve been 
behind. 

“We’re always chasing the game. 
The best teams I played in were al¬ 
ways built on a strong foundation 
and that’s something we need.” 

Saturday’s hammering at the 
hands of the Shrews was the Cob¬ 
blers’ second worst home defeat 
in the club’s history, and the worst 
home reverse since they lost 8-0 at 
home to Walsall in 1947.

Artemyev 
insists 
Saints are 
focused 

RUSSIAN rocket Vasily Artemyev 
has dismissed any suggestion that 
speculation surrounding the fu¬ 
ture of Jim Mallinder is distract¬ 
ing the players. 

Saints boss Mallinder is now 
the odds-on favourite with most 
bookies to be the next England 
boss after last week’s resignation 
of Martin Johnson. 

Mallinder is finding the number 
of rivals for the post is dropping 
every day, with New Zealand World 
Cup winner Graham Henry con¬ 
firming this week he is not inter¬ 
ested in the post to join Nick Mal¬ 
let, Richard Cockerill and Conor 
O’Shea ruling themselves out. 

And with speculation mount¬ 
ing that Mallinder will be offered 
the role, Saints put in one of their 
worst displays in a long while 
in losing to Scarlets on Friday 
night. 

The defeat has put a huge dent 
in Saints’ Heineken Cup hopes, 
but Artemyev insisted all the Eng¬ 
land talk had nothing to do with 
their performance. 

“Jim is fully committed to the 
team, to club,” said Artemyev. “He 
spends all his time here and the 
job he’s doing here is awesome. 

“There haven’t been any talks 
about him working with the Eng¬ 
land squad. It’s all within the 
team and the environment we cre¬ 
ate.” 

Artemyev insisted the defeat 
against Scarlets can act as a cat¬ 
alyst for the rest of the season, 
with plenty of time to turn things 
around. 

“Losing at home is a big shock 
for all of us,” said Artemyev. “I 
really believe this will make us 
stronger. Maybe it’s a wake-up 
call for us and maybe it’s better 
to get it now rather than when 
we’re fighting for a place in the 
(Premiership) play-offs. It’s better 
to get a wake-up call at this early 
stage.” 

And the Russian feels blaming 
referee Peter Fitzgibbon for the 
defeat against Scarlets is a waste 
of time. 

“You can go on speaking about 
the referee but I thought, overall, 
it was satisfactory,” said Artemy¬ 
ev. “Some decisions didn’t swing 
our way but we could have got a 
lucky try ourselves, so we can’t be 
blaming the ref for losing because 
it was all out responsibility to get 
the result.”
